Gettle family went to Downey, a suburb on the southeast 
secion of Los Angeles at 3 a. m., in hopes of bringing the 
abducted millionaire home to his family. 


He returned home empty-hand- 


ed after one of the most gensa- 
tional developments in the case 
Since the abduction of the million- 
aire Wednesday midnight from his 
dla country estate.

NEW JERSEY PRIMARY WHILE 


REPUBLICANS APPEAR SPLIT 


TRENTON, N. J., May 
12.—(IP) 
—The eve of the primary election 
in New Jersey finds the demo- 
cratic state organization of May- 
or Frank Hague of Jersey City 
strong and confident, and out- 
wardly unconcerned over the bat- 
tle within republican ranks for 
the gubernatorial nomination. 


The calmness of the democrats 
is attributed to Hague-'s success 
in knitting together most of the 
groups in the party, the enthus- 
iasm for • President Roosevelt and 
the new deal, and the fact that 
the democrats, except in presiden- 
tial election years, usually elect 
a governor.

tion at the last minute.

The other two candidates are 


E-tate Senators Emerson Richards 
of Atlantic, and Joseph G. Wolber 
of Essex. Both charge Hoffman 
with having broken faith by en- 
tering the race when he did. 
The Hague gubernatorial candi- 
date is Judge William L. Dill of 
Paterson. 
Opposing him Is As- 
semblyman 
Theron McCampbell,

He wid he paid 50 cents for a 
bed at a farm house near Elkhart 
last night and got up early this 
morning. 
He had learned that 
Johnson's wife was keeper of a 
club resort at Elkhart Lake.

County cotton pro- 
duction control associations set 
under the reduction program 
have charge of making In- 
dividual cotton allotments the next 
cotton year beginning June 1, dur- 
ing which the Bankhead act will 
operate. 
Under the new act, the AAA 
points out, Texas may gin and 
sell 3,091,200 bales tax free. All in 
excess of this must pay a tax of 
50 percent of the average central 
market spot price for 7-8 Inch 
middling a* proclaimed from time 
to time' by the secretary of agri- 
culture. At no time can this tax 
be less than 5 cents a pound. The 
act limits the American produc- 
tion -to 10 million bales this year. 
Same Allotment* 
As far as 
possible, 
contract 


signers will be given the same al- 
lotments 
as indicated in their 
contracts, but these may be rais- 
ed or lowered according to the 
county allotments assigned by the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture. The allotted bales are to 
be given tax exemption certifi- 
cates on application 
to county 
cotton committees 
as soon as 
forms are received anad machin- 
ery set up. Those who did not 
sign reduction contracts may also 
apply for and receive farm al- 
lotment and tax exemption cer- 
tificates covering same, but they 
will not share in the rental and 
parity payments given eooperat- 
or». 
Fire Year Average 
The Texas allotment is based 
on the ratio of the average 6- 
year production for 1928-32 to the 
average national production for 
this period. Not less than 90 per- 
cent of the state allotment is to 
be allotted to the counties, the re- 
mainder being reserved for nec- 
essary adjustments to take care 
of special cases. Allowance I* to 
be made for crop failures In coun- 
ties where it can be established 
that the failure Is due to an un- 
usual cause. Washington advices 
point out that in some sections 
floods anad drouths are not un- 
usual. The United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has a cotton 
history of every county for guid- 


ance in reclding where special ad- 
ustments should be mads. 
The first duty of every produc- 
er under the law is to apply for 
bale tags for all cotton produced 
prior to this season now In pos- 
session of the farmer. As soon as 
county production control asso- 
ciations have the forms the farm- 
er should apply for exemption 
certificates for his allotted cot- 
ton for 1984-35. The final date for 
application for these certificates 
las not yet 
been 
determined. 
Every bale of American cotton 
entering trade channels in the 
cotton year 1934-85 must have a 
bale tag which the farmer may 
obtain either by surrendering his 
exemption certificate or by pay- 
ing the tax. 


Must Far Tax 
The amount of the tax Is de- 
termined by the tax In effect at 
the time the cotton Is ginned re- 
gardless of when it Is sold. If 
stored and held for a year or 
more it must still pay the tax. 
Cotton of 1M Inch staple length 
or longer Is exempted from the 
tax but the producer of such cot- 
ton must first prove his point be- 
fore 'exemption Is- granted. 
Ex- 
periment station cotton Is also 
exempted from the tax. 
The signers of voluntary re- 
duction contracts stand to bene- 
fit under the Bankhead act, the 
agricultural adjustment adminis- 
tration has pointed out, because 
these producers will receive their 
land rental and parity payments 
In addition to the expected in- 
crease in cotton price on the 
amount sold. 
Protection For Tenant* 
The Interests of share croppers 
and tenants are to be1 protected 
In the making of allotments and 
issuing of exemption certificates, 
It is promised by the Administra- 
tion.
